NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Detectives of 


New 
York, 
Jersey City and other 


nearby cities in New Jersey, are work- 
ing: together to unravel the mystery of 
the 
death 
of Mrs. Joseph Pulitzer, 


whose nude body was found yesterday 
in the Morris Canal, on the outskirts 
of Jersey City under circumstances in- 
dicating murder. 


The 'husband of the woman, a tailor 


of 
this city, was brought to police 


headquarters in thife city early today 
and closely questioned. 


Sergeant Phaler, in charge of the de- 


tective bureau last1 year, said that Pul- 
itzer told the police that he was out at 
the primary elections on Tuesday night 
and when he got home he decided to 
have a light repast and asked his wife 
to prepare some cocoa. 


There was none in the house and she 


w-ent to get some and also some bread 
and fruit. According to the police, Pul- 
itzer learned later that his wife had 
been to the bakery for the bread and 
there he lost trace of her. 


Sergeant Phaler added that Pulitzer 


had 
made a statejnent to the New 


York detectives which was considered 
so important that it would not be made 
public. 


Mrs. Eva Fleming, who keeps 
the 


boarding 
house where the Pulitzers 


lived at 160 West Forty-Sixth street, 
said the couple had been living- there 
about four weeks, that they "were quiet 
and that she had seen Mrs. Pulitzer 
only two or three times. She said Pu- 
litzer told her they had been married 
about four yea.rs. 


According to Mrs. Fleming, Pulitzer 


told her after his wife's disappearance 
and before it was known she had been 
murdered, that he had corns home at 
11 o'clock^feeling sick and that his 
wife 
suggested 
she would get some 


fruit for him. 
He told her that the 


streets were crowded with men who 
had been attending the primaries and 
that it would not be wise for her to 
go out. 


She disregarded his request, however, 


and taking off some of her jewelry, 
went out for th/e fruit and 
that was 


the last he saw of her until he identi- 
fied her body at the Jersey City Mor- 
gue. 


The police say that Pulitzer formerly 


had a business of his own, but gave it 
up and of late had been working at 
times for his brother, who has a tailor 
store in this city. 


Captain Titus said the murdered wo- 


man's husband 
was in the hands ot 


two detectives and that they would go 
over the ground thoroughly today. The 
Captain said he believed that Pulitzer's 
story was the truth. 


The Captain said the most important 


clue he had at present is the fact that 
a inan called at the house 'Where the 
Pulitzer's lived, on Tuesday. 


The theory ot Chief of Police Murphy 


of Jersey City is that the woman was 


killed in New York and that the body 
was taken across the river on a ferry- 
boat, in a wagon. The chief thinks that 
someone who admired the woman killed 
her in a fit of jealousy. 


At the detective bureau this morn- 


ing-, it was said that the Central Office 
had been notified by .the Newark po- 
lice to be on the lookout for a black

with solid rubber tires and 


also for a small bay horse, both of 
which have been missing from the liv- 
ery stable of a man named Mullins 
since yesterday morning.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—Secretary Hay's 
ote to the Powers which were signa- 


tories of the Berlin treaty of 1X7S on 
the subject of the treatment of the 
.lews in Roumania. which w;ts received 
in London about a fortnight ago, was 
welcomed in British official circles. 


The tone of the formal acknowledg- 


ment of. the receipt of the note here 
indicates British approval of American 
initiative in tins matter and confirms 
the idea that Great Britain welcomes 
the 
continued 
intervention 
of 
the 


United States 
in 
affairs in which 


Kurope is more directly concerned, in 
the belief that such intervention tends 
to indirectly strengthen the hands of 
the British government. 
Apart 
from 


tliis question of exclusion of pauper 
aiiens from Great Britain is growing 
more acute and anti-immigration laws 
n re 
demanded 
in 
many 
influential 


quarters. 
So the government is in 


sympathy with Mr. Hay's protest in the 
hope that the wholesiUe export of un- 
desirable 
immigrants 
from 
Eastern 


Europe may be checked. 


The 
newspapers 
here 
continue to 


comment on the United States' note. 
The St. James Gazette In a semi- 
humorous reference to it, says: 


"The European governments to whom 


it was addressed, must have been dis- 
agreeably surprised, for the note furn- 
ished fresh evidence of the growing 
disposition of the United States to take 
a seat in the orchestra of the European, 
concert, which some other perform- 
ers view with uneasiness." 


After declaring that it is difficult to 


understand 
that President 
Roosevelt 


hopes to gain by the appeal to the 
signatories of the Berlin treaty, the St. 
James Gazette concludes that the chief 
American motive 
is 
humanity, and 


says: 


"This indicates a spirit of knight- 


errantry which, however, creditable to 
a great civilized power, is likely to give 
the 
Americans plenty of occupation 


without 
increasing 
their 
popularity 


with the governments 
of 
the 
old 


world." 
Mr. Hay's contrast of the enlightened 


system of America and the intolerant 
tyranny of the surviving principalities 
of Europe is referred to by the St. 
James Gazette as "not devoid of self- 
complacency." and as intended for the 
edification of mankind. The paper re- 
fers to Mr. Hay as an "American Ham- 
let," who says: 
'Jjook on this picture and then on 
that and say whether old Mother Eu- 
rope should not be ashamed of herself." 
The St. James Gazette suggests that 
South 'Africa would welcome the Rou- 
manian Jews, "for 
whom the American 
government is so solicitous and yet so 
unwilling to welcome."

I Regiments has caused a revival of the 
discussion as to whether the ground at 
the Presidio holds the buried treasure 
of the Spanish military authorities who 
occupied 
the Presidio post over one 


hundred years ago. •> 


Many of the officers at the Presidio 


believe that the finding of the hidden 
Spanish gold is only a question of time. 
The officers point significantly to the 
incident of six years ago, when the 
War Department granted a Spaniard 
named Maximiliano Cardenas permis- 
sion to search tiie Presidio for buried 
treasure. Cardenas came from Spain 
well supplied with old maps and dia- 
grams of the post, but his search of 
several weeks was fruitless. 
Before 


leaving to return home he informed 
several of the officers at the Presidio 
that he had lost one of his most Im- 
portant maps which would have guided 
him to the spot where the treasure lies 
hidden. 


THE DEPARTMENT ORDERS. 


The order granting Cardenas permis- 


sion to search the Presidio is as fol- 
lows: 


"Headquarters of the Army, Adju- 


tant-General's Office, Washington, D 
C., June 23, 1S96. 


"The Commanding General, Depart- 


ment of California—Sir: I am directed 
by the Major-General commanding the 
army to inform you that agreeably 
with your recommendation of June 8th 
permission 
is granted by the acting 


Secretary of War to Maximiliano Car- 
denas to enter upon the military reser- 
vation of the Presidio, San Francisco, 
and make search for concealed treasure 
subject 
to such regulations and re- 


strictions as the commanding officer of 
the Presidio may see fit to impose, and 
in the event of discovery that he shall 
establish 
his right to the property.

THE EXPERT'S REPORT. 


In an official report to the War De- 


partment, made by an expert who was 
sent^ to inspect the-post in I860, thfe fol- 
lowing paragraph is noied:

Some of the adobe buildings 
erected by them

the early part of 
the seventeenth century are still stand- 
ing.

First 
New York Volunteers. Its occupation tor 
military purposes has been continuous to 
date. Spaniartta living in the vicinity of 
the Presiilio clitim *hat there* are largp 
sums of money buried in the ground on 
the reservation, and 1 recommend that 
tiheir applications for permission to search 
the Presidio 
grounds 
for 
treasure be 
granted." 


HOUSES STILL, STANDING. 


The adobe houses spoken of in the ex- 


pert's report are still standing near the 
post headquarters. 
They have been re- 


built from 
time, to time and are now 


used as quarters by officers of. the coast 
and field artillery. 
Several ot the old 


adobe structures adjoin the residence of 
Colonel Rawles, eonim indant of the post. 
It is believed 
that excavations of the 


ground In the 
vicinity of these adobe 
buildings would reveal the presence of 
the buried doubloons, the existence of 
which has 
b^en 
discussed by military 


men ever since the post was established 
in '49. 


During the digging nf mains at 
the 
Presidio several years ago for the pipes 
of 
the Spring Valley Water Company 


many interc-ning duseovpries of bnriod 
Spanish ornaments and small coins were 


made, but beyond these no finds of valu< 
were recorded.
